- ■ Mr. Riotte, ■ftTlting from Cariboo on 
the 8th inst. a " strictly private and 
confidontial" lottor to a friend, remarked 
that he intended -while at Cariboo to 
"bury Caesar decently." Precisely to 
whom or what he refeixeil as Ciesar is 
not explained; hut some people appear 
to thmk that JMr. Harper was to bo the 
" Buhject" over which this modern Marc 
Antony was imported to deliver a fu- 
neral oration. There is a giim dash of 
humor in the Cariboo Company's re- 
port (received by special telegram at this 
office yesterday) where it is remarked 
that the burial of Cajsnr ^dll not come 
off in consequence of tho inability of 
Mr, Biotte to provide the corpse. Mr. 
Kiotto is a California o.tpert of good 
repute and he arrived in this city on 
tho 21:th ult., c)i route to Cariboo under 
engagement to the Enterprise Mining 
Company; This company own a claim 
on flie Bonanza lode, on the value 
of which they were desirous of having 
tho opinion of an expert other than 
that of tho Government Mining Engi- 
neei\ Sir. lliotte reached tho mine 
about the first of tho present month. 
• He examined the Enterprise and other 
locations and appears to liave expressed 
a favorable opinion of tho property: 
seven days after his arrival thoro wo 
find numerous Caribooitcs telegraphing 
and writing in high glee to correspon- 
dents at Victoria that " Mr. Eiotte re- 
ports well of the country." "Mr. 
Eiotte is of opinion that tliis is one of the 
rioheatquartzdistrictsouthccoast." "Sir, 
Riotte says we have got a good thing." 
"Mr. Eiotte agi'ees with Mr. Harper on 
all points." These Svcrc very reassurmg; 
and unsophisticated investors in min- 
ing property at Victoria bcgnn almost 
to expend their dividends in advance 
of receipt. As late as last Monday 
morning hearts beat high with hope and 
expectation in consequence of tho fav- 
orable character of Mr. Riotte's opinion 
of the Cariboo mines. But on the after- 
noon of that day a discovery was made 
which cast a wot blanket over the bud- 
ding prospects of the country and 
rudely dashed the hopes of not a few. 
It Was discovered that whilst Mr. 
Eiotto at Cariboo had expressed a 
high opinion of tlic quartz ledges, ho 
liad actually indited a private letter to 
Mr, 0. C. Lane of New Westminster, 
in which letter he 'denounced the 
Bonanza lode as a base s^vindle and 
attacked the reputation and veracity 
of the Government Slining Engineer in 
terms as libellous as could well be con- 
veyed in tlie English language. Why 
his real opinion of tho mines was not 
communicated to tho companies in 
whoso employment ho had acccjjtcd 
service is as yet unexplained ; but wo 
have the unimpeachable evidence of the 
seven directors of the Cariboo Quartz 
Mining Company (sco tolegraj)hic dis- 
patch) that he "informed tho directors 
privately that they had seven feet of 
good milling oro in the width of the 
ledge." The same gentlemen show that 
he wrote to Mr. Lane "condemning tho 
ledge before accepting the position of 
Superintendent of the mine." The 
directors say they are "at a loss to find 
the motive." We entertain no doubt 
that all who may read the dispatch 
will lose themselves in the same mental 
maze as the directors. It is simply 
unexplicable that a professional man of 
Riotto's reported attainments should so 
far forget what was duo to his Employ- 
ers and to his ovm reputation as to ox- 
press one opinion to his employers and 
another to liis "strictly jirivateand con- 
fidential" friend. That he wished to"bury 
Gsesar decently," does not explain tho 
motive. In fact, a more indecent mode 
of hurrying a body out of sight could 
not well have been conceived. The 
Cariboo Company's directors further 
assert that Mr. Eiotte states that "ho 
was paid for a report to Lane and had 
a right to make it," We shall not dis- 
pute his right to make any number of 
reports, but was he not also paid to 
report to the Cariboo Company, and 
have we not tho authority of the direc- 
tors of that organization for saying 
that his report was diametrically op- 
j)08ed to the one he sent to the friend 
who telegi-ammed him "to bury Cai- 
sar," The .directors of the Cariboo 
seem to have been quite in the dark as 
to Mr. Eiottn's true opinion of tho 
ledges until they received by telcgi-aph 
from Victoria the substance of the let- 
ter written by him to his friend. When 
summoned before them his report is 
despribed as full of contradictions and 
incoherencies, but consisting mainly of 
a denunciation ' of the Bonanza ledge, 
which hepronounces to be utterly worth- 
less. This report was made a day or 
two after he advised the company 
to purchase pumping maclunery, sink 
deeper on the ledge, and start their 
mill at crushing ore, of which they 
had seven feet, 

. Now we contend that the very 
last thing tho people of tliis country 
wanted of Mr. Eiotte was a favorable 
report on the mines unless a report of 
that character could have been consci- 
entiously made, and Mr. Riotte by his 
two-faced ojjinion has rendered any- 
thing he may say on mines in future of 
no value in British Columbia eyes. 
Mr. Harper, we are glad to see, stren- 
uously maintains his position althougli 
Mr. Eiotto persists in as strenuously de- 
clarmg evorytliing good that Mr. Har- 
yer declares bad, and everything bad 
that Mr. Harper declares good. One 
of the ledges that Mr. Eiotto likes is 
the Crown Point. Mr. Harper says it 
possesses little or no value. In Nov- 
ember last twenty tons of rock from this 
ledge was crushed in the 4-stanip mill, 
against Mr. Harper's advice,anJ it yield- 
ed just ten dollars. Tho Steadman and 
"Wilkinson are. iplaced by Mr. Riotte 
in the same 'class with the Bonanza 
lode; but can we accept Mi-. Riotte's 



doubled-barrelod opinion as conclusive 
in the face of tlio successful working 
of ore from these ledges in the -l-stamp 
mill at Cariboo and assiiys made at 
Portland and ' San i'rancisco, which 
gire Hgood, results elsewhere? We 
think not Neither should wo he so 
"wedded to our idols" as to refuse to 
hear anything in theur disparagement. 
Tho public, in common with tho com- 
panies who employed him, havo lost 
confidence in Mr. Eiotte, and Mr. 
Harper's star b^ms more brightly than 
ever in popular estimation. But pub- 
lic confidence has rccoivctl a rude shock 
and it will require some strongly cor- 
roborative evidence to restore its 
equanimity. Tho interests at stake arc 
too weighty to be allowed to rest on 
one man's opinion j and we lake it that 
Mr. Harper would be only too glad to 
have his work reviewed, his as.says 
checked and his opinions revised by a 
thoroughly unprejudiced andrompetout 
engineer. Not one who .would enter tho 
country with the avowed object of 
"burying Ciesar," and would therefore 
bo prepared to see no good in him ; 
but one who would give Ca'sar a fair 
chance for his life and would not at- 
tempt to put him undef ground before 
tho breath was well out of his body. If 
tho mines at Cariboo are as rich as Mr. 
Harper says they are let tho fact bo 
demonstrated by a third party; and if 
they are of no value it will be of im- 
portance to tho enterprising portion of 
the public to know it as soon as pos- 
sible.

There wore not 
many men working in the district whonho 
left, "a few weeks ago, and no mil) had 
been erected, but one of twenty stamps 
was on the way to the British Columbia 
Mining Company. The mill will bo erect- 
ed under tho supervision of Mr. Harper, 
who is in tho pay of tho British Govern- 
ment. The nick taken out of tho claims 
in tho vichuty of Barkervillo, tho chief 
town of tho district, will probably not go 
moro than from ?80 to §100 per ton in 
gold. Tlio country is very thinly popu- 
lated, a sottlomoiit of 30 or 40 pooplo be- 
ing dignified by tho uamu of "town."

The ChiiiOao Question. 

Aji]Ja"c6rbllory to our article of yester- 
day wo append the following incisive words 
from tho San Francisco Post. It would be 
indeed strange if British Columbia were 
to adopt tho first practical moans to re- 
press the Chinese nuisance : 

"Tho cry is still 'thoy come!' From 
British Columbia wo have advices that an- 
other sliipniont of Chinese coolies, num- 
berhig 355, has boon bmded at Victoria, 
direct from Hongkong. There was a hos- 
tile spirit o-xhibited on the wharf, but no 
violence was resorted to. Considerinu; tho 
fact that tho late general election in Brit- 
ish Columbia made Chinese immigration 
a test question, and that all candidates 
elected to tho Provincial Parliament were 
pledged to oppose it, this hostile demon- 
stration is not to bo wondered at. Tho 
truth is bocoming moro and moro appar- 
ent as events are developed, that tho Chi- 
nese labor organizations have rosolvod to 
capture tho Pacific slope, and crush out 
Caucassian civilization with its industrial 
methods. If they succeed — as succeed 
they infallibly will unless they aro ox- 
pelled -the leading charactoristicii of Wes- 
tern methods must disappear. Tho rail- 
road syatoiu will bo thrown out of gear, 
and locomotion hocoino slow and costly, 
coiiditjgnir absolutely essential to tho dom- 
ination'of the capitalist class among tho 
Cliiiioso and the absolute rule of tho iimn- 
darins. Ouf judicial system and schools 
will bo aboli.shed; Christianity will have 
no abiding place in Little China; and when 
these conditions will have been arrived at 
on the Pacific sloi)e, industrial colonies of 
Jlongoliana would liave been planted in 
every to\nisliip of tlio United States, to 
rei)cat on a grander scale the process by 
which tho I'acific slope was captured from 
tho liarbarians. All this, wo say, is com- 
ing. It is as certain as tho perpetual rev- 
olution of tho seasons unless checked in 
time. British Columbia will doubtless 
take its Chinese bull by the horns, and 
deal witli tho animal as I3ritisli commun- 
ities usually do when the}' are thoroughly 
in earnest. Wo m.ay, therefore, look to 
considerable access of Cliincso from tho 
neighboring British province at no distant 
day; and California will welcome thom by 
the agents of its corporate monopolios, by 
landgrabbors and enemies of the cCmmon- 
wealth in general. And American citi- 
zens may fume ami fret and memorialize 
Congress, but all to no purpose." 

Shootine: ASray- 

A serious shooting affray took place ear- 
ly yesterday morning a short distance from 
tho Richmond Hotel in the suburbs of 
this city. From information that we 
gather it appears that Michael Finnerty 
Wiis driving a cord-wood wagon through 
a jiortion of his property in that vicinity 
when his liorses laid Imck their ears and 
gave tho signal of somebody's prosonce in 
tho neighborhood. On turning round 
Finnerty alleges he saw a man named 
James Houlahan taking dcliborato aim at 
him with a revolver and almost iinmo- 
diatoly aftorwtirds tho weapon was dis- 
charged. Finnerty drove on a short dis- 
tanco when Houlahan again fired at him. 
By this time Finnerty became convinced 
that it would be wise to do something in 
solf-defciiso and jumping from his wagon 
he grappled with h^ assailant and finally 
succeeded in throwing him and wresthig 
the revolver from his grasii^/TTrnnorty 
then took a stout stick that Houlahan had 
had in his possession and gave him a most 
severe beating with it. Shortlyafterwards 
Finnerty came into town and laid an in- 
formalion against Houlahan and on re- 
turning to the locality where tho affray 
took place in company with Ofiicor Lind- 
say Finnerty's hat w.as discovered with a 
bullet hole in its rim and a short distance 
of}' Finnerty also found tho stick, in a 
blood besmeared condition, with wliich he 
had jiunishod his antagonist. Ofiicor 
Lindsay, after hearing Finnorty's explana- 
tion of tho affray, repaired to Houlahan's 
residence where he discovered him in a 
recumbent jiosition fearfully bruised about 
his limbs and with seven or eight severe 
cuts on his head. Dr. Matthews, who 
was called to attend Houlahan, pronounc- 
ed that he was too seriously injured to bo 
moved and in consetineiico thereof ho was 
not arrested. Finnerty's version of tho 
affray would seem to bo substantially true, 
fty- when ho came into town to swear out 
the w.arrant against Houlah.an ho brought 
with him tlio revolver ho had taken from 
his assailant and admitted that he had 
given him a severe thrashing. Tho hat 
with tho bullet-hob) in it and the pistol 
with two onipty ohamhors aro in tho hands 
of tho police. 'I'ho affray is supposed to 
h.ave originated from a quarrel relative to 
disputed property. 

Narrow EscAPH. — On Thursday night 
as a citizen of this toAVn was about to outer 
his lodgiiig.s he was surprised to find sev- 
eral porsonij outside tlio liouso shouting 
fire and on looking up at tho window of 
his room was startled at perceiving flames. 
Ho at once rushed up and found that his 
son who inhabits tho same room had gono 
to sloop witli tho lamp alight by his aide; 
the lamp had got Uimokod over and had 
set fire to tlio young man's clothes. The 
fire was promptly extinguished by tliro\v- 
ing a blanket on the things and stamping 
the flames out. This should bo a caution 
to all who are oitlier in tho habit 
of reading in bed or of going 
to sloop with a light by their bedside. In 
this instance the boy had a narrow escape 
for in another minute tho fiames would 
have communicated with tho bod clothes 
and from thence to the building.

It is hoped the Emperor 
kvill shortly bo able to go to Wil- 
kelmliavcn and later in the year to 
Weirnar nnd Oastieu. 

London, June 21. — Gregorian calen- 
dar is likely to be adopted in Russia. 
Tho council of state and ministers have 
been using the old and new styles. Tho 
RuH.siana aro fortifying Rodcsta, evi- 
dently centreing every moans to gain a 
firm bold on Bulgaria and prejiaring to 
hold it if need ho against all udversa- 
riea The meeting of Congress has 
rather increased than abated their ac- 
tivity in that respect 

Conservative menibors of Parliament 
will consider the action to be taken by 
the party in rt'fer(uicc to the cabinet's 
policy in accepting the fcschouvaloil'-Sal- 
isbury memorandum to which the con- 
servatives arc generally hostile. 

New York dispatches state that 15,- 
000 Russians have arrived at San Sto- 
fano from Odes.sa and that Russians 
are concriitratiiig at Shuiula and Varna. 

Tho English government is sending 
heavy reinforcements to Capo of Good 
Hope. 

Berlik, June 21.— A messenger has

The Archbisliop of Canterbury has 
bc(!ii reviewing the results of disestab- 
lishment in Ireland, and, as might bo 
expected, his general conclusion is that 
so far Mr. Gladstone's measure has by 
no means realized the anticipations and 
nredictioiis of it:s promoters. It has 
Jailed, ho saj's, to extinguish .sectarian 
^aiiiraositiCa. Not only are the Roman 
Catholics and tho Protestant Episcopa- 
liauH "as far off from each other as 
e\er," but even the Presbyterians, who 
it was supposed would bo eager for 
brotherly co-oporation with the Dises- 
tablished Church, ".seem quite as much, 
if not more than before, separated 
from" the now oinanciiiatcd institu- 
tion. 

Tho Eagot will case has clcsed at 
last, and the jury returned a verdict 
which tho juclge held to be in favor of 
the plaintiff. The London I'imea thinks 
everybody must have expected this ver- 
dict. Tho case has been been before 
the Irish Probate Court since Thursday, 
the 25th of April, (the cost of proceed- 
ings being about .£G,000 a week), and 
tlio evidence given on both sides has 
been a very, unpleasant' revelation of 
tlie social life of the parties to the ac- 
tion. Tho action was brought by Mrs. 
Bagot, who disputed the will of her 
husliand, on the ground that it had 
been obtained by fraud and by undue 
prea.'-iire. Mrs. Bagot is tho daughter 
of the lata Sir William Verncr, IM. P. 
for Armagh', and sister of the present 
Baronet. . Qn. the 8tk of August, 1875, 
she was married' tit 11 o'clock at' night 
to the late Christopher Neville Bagot, 
Aughraiie CaHtle, a retired luid wealthy 
Australian merchant, tho marriage 



taking place at the jVlexandra tlo- 
tol, iiiLondou. Ten woets afterwards 
she gave birth to a son, and tho 
question raised by this action was real- 
ly- tho legitimacy of this cbi'd. iira 
Bagot alEriued th.-'-.t she had previously 
been married to Mr. Bagot privately, 
at a Registrar's Office, but no evidence 
of such marriage could be found, and 
the husband on making the will under 
dispute declared that tibe child,which ho 
had previously acknowledged, was not 
hi.s. Tho hu.sbnnd and wife did not 
live happily together, and separated 
some time before his death. In 187G 
he made a will revoking a former will, 
and leaving tho bulk of his property to 
his brothers. Mi-a Bagot retained her 
dower of £10,000, and an annuity of 
.£1,000 under the deed of separation. 
Tho child was to receive .£10,000 on 
attaining hi.s thirtieth year, with liber- 
al provision up to that time, but a 
clause of the will made tho extraordin- 
ary provision that the child's right un- 
der the will were to be avoided in tho 
oVont of its being contested. Mrs. Ba- 
got decided, however, to dispute tho 
will; and, as tho Attorney-General ex- 
lilained in tho early part of the action, 
tho case was ono of intestacy, and was 
taken in the interest of tho infant, who 
would thou succeed as heir in place of 
his uncles. There wero many details 
into which we cannot enter. Tho jury 
found that the testator was competent 
to nmko a will, but ho was under an 
"inaiine delusion" as to his child.

The 
present Lord is the moro to bo pitied, 
Kinco aii unsigned will in his favor has 
been found among the murdered man's 
[lapers. It is likely tliat tho case may 
bo brought before tho law courts, but 
still more likely that some compromise 
may be made. Lord Leitrim has now 
only some few hundreds a year, though 
ho has expectations from other quarter?. 
He will siiortly take his seat in the 
House of Lords. Tho Leitrim estates 
are estimated at .£40,000 a year, so the 
matter is worth contesting. 

The Premier has informed Mrs. Geo. 
Croikshank that her late husband's 
pension of £95 a year will be continued 
for her benefit. 

Tho Prince of Wales has been elect- 
ed President of the Royal Agricultural 
^ Society for tho ensuing year, and has 
stated his willingiifesH to accept tho 
post, 

A Liverpool paper gives figures show- 
ing that there is no abatement of tho 
return emigration from tho United 
States and Canada. More than a hun- 
dred arrive by each steamer. 

Signal-moii have been stationed every 
fifty yards on tho railway line from 
Manchester to Blackburn because of 
threats made that obstructions would 
be placed upon the metal to throw off 
the express train, by which the manu- 
facturers travel. 

.A boy of only ten years of ago,namcd 
Brewer, has committed suicide at 
Bridgewater. His mother had threat- 
ened him with chastisement, and he 
ran away, The mother pursued him 
across two or three fields, until they 
reached a deep pond of water. The 
boy jumped into the deepest part of it, 
and the nioth(^r being unable to roach 
him, be waa drowned in her sight. 

The London correspondent of the 
Leeds Mercwy says: — The unexpected 
defection of the head of the house of 
Manners in the person of the Duke of 
Rutland is the incident of last night's 
debate which seems to attract tho most 
attention. Tho Duko of Rutland's 
enormous territorial influence in the 
Eastern counties will mako itself felt at 
the general election, and his bitter de- 
nunciation of the unconstitutional con- 
duct of the present Government will 
not fail to produce important results. 

The Solicitor-General has applied on 
behalf of Mr. Turquand for a rule call- 
ing on Ml-. Goodlake, the printer and 
publisher of tho Times, to show cause 
why a criminal information for libel 
should not bo filed against him. Tho 
alleged libel appeared in the city articles 
of the ^'witfs of the 16th of Jlay last, 
in ■which the writer commented on the 
conduct of !Mr. Turquand in his capacity 
of oflicial liquidator of tho estate of the 
banking firm of Willis, Perceval tt Co., 
two jiroviouH articles having appeared, 
in which it was stated that Mr. Tur- 
quand had got £10,000 aa costs out of 
the estate, for which there was not a 
shadow of foundation; and that ho had 
been guilty of bad faith to tho creditors, 
which was equally untrue; the fact being 
that Mr. Turquand had throughout act- 
ed as he was bound to act as an oflicial 
liquidator under tho Bankruptcy Law 
and was simply carrying out the law. 
Thoir Lordships wero of opinon that, 
acting on tho rule thoy had laid down, 
namely, that they could not grant a 
criminal information except upon tho 
uiulerstmiding that it would not bo used 
to extort an apology, but would be 
followed up to the end, they must re- 
fuse the information, for it was- quito 
clear that the AVriter. of tho matter com- 
plained of, and which was clearly libel 
ous, had been written in ignorance of tho 
law relating to the matter on which he 
commented, nnd would, if a criminal 
information were gi'aiitod, express his 
regret for havingdone bo, on which Mr. 
Turquand could hot be called upon to 
proceed, lie had, however, by tho 
statement made by the learned Solicitor- 
General, completely cleared him.solf of 
imputntioiis on his conduct. Rule re- 
fused accordingly. But Mr. Turquand 
had his remedy by civil action for dam- 
ages. . , 

In tho court of Queen'sjBench judg- 
ment was given by the Lord Chief J us- 
ticc in the case of Tanfield, publisher of 
the ]YhiUhallRevieiu, recently convicted 
of having published an article in that 
paper headed "Murder or Suicide," and 
in which imputations wero cast on Mr, 



and Mrs. Thornton, or ono of them, 
that tliey had participated in tlic murder 
of Mr-. George Wood at Chelsea. 
Several affidavits were filed on behalf 
of tho defendant, ono "of them being 
by tho writer of this article, who dis- 
claimed any personal malice. The 
Lord Chief Justice in severe teriiLs con- 
demned the conduct of the writer of 
the article in issuing such reckless ac- 
cusations, and imposed a fine of £250 
on the publisher.
